2. POLCOUNS USED TALKING POINTS FROM REFTEL ON BOTH DOMESTIC

WAS POLITE BUT SINGULARLY NONFORTHCOMING ON GOP POSITIONS.

3. COMMENT: MUNIR AKRAM’S COOLNESS AND NONCOMMUNICATIVE

REACTION TO THE GENERALLY FRACTIOUS STATE OF US/GOP 
RELATIONS ON NUCLEAR MATTERS DUE TO THE REPROCESSING 
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
